can be. 
The action which the Un ited States sen ­ 
ate is asked to au thorize was proposed by 
Presid en t Hard in g. 
It was su ggested an d 
v igorou sly su pported by Secretary Hu fhes. 
It is u rged by Presid en t Coolld ge an d Sec­ 
retary of State Kellogg. The repu blican s 
en d orsed it at Clev elan d in their last n a­ 
tion al con v en tion . 
It has the backin g of 
probably eighty per cen t of the in flu en tial 
n ewspapers of the cou n try . 
Ten s of thou ­ 
san d s of lead in g men an d women , the 
flower of the cou n try ’s in telligen ce an d 
character, clamor for it. 
An d to crown all, the plan has behin d 
it all bu t fiv e or six of the forty d emo­ 
cratic sen ators. 
If the effort shou ld n ot su cceed the ex­ 
plan ation can on ly be fou n d in the failu re 
of Presid en t Coolid ge to in sist u pon the 
fu lfillmen t of the pled ges 
which 
hav e 
been giv en in this matter. 
We d o n ot 
thin k that there is mu ch d an ger of this. 
There are those who say that Mr. Cool­ 
id ge is n ot zealou s for the world cou rt. 
Bu t Mr. Coolid ge has giv en his backin g to 
the proposition squ arely an d as earn estly 
as he has giv en it to most other proposi­ 
tion s. 
Mr. Coolid ge is n ot of the cru sad ­ 
in g ty pe bu t n either is he giv en to shift­ 
in g abou t on ce he commits himself.

Borah an d John son an d Reed an d 
Pepper are all hard fighters, able an d ex­ 
perien ced an d resou rcefu l; an d asid e from 
their hatred of an y thin g that sav ors of 
participation by the Un ited States in Eu ­ 
ropean affairs, a v ictory for them in this 
fight wou ld be on e of the first magn i­ 
tu d e.

There are two way s in which the world 
cou rt proposal can be beaten . 
On e is to 
talk it to d eath, to keep the d ebate goin g 
in d efin itely , to av oid brin gin g the matter 
to a v ote. 
That will almost certain ly be 
tried an d it might su cceed , in spite of the 
jTromise of Sen ator Len root, ad min istra­ 
tion spokesman , that clotu re will be u sed 
if n ecessary .

That 
is perhaps the main hope of its en emies.

ju d ges may be an xiou s to hold cou n sel 
to the facts, bu t they are fearfu l of m ak­ 
in g a ru lin g which may resu lt in a rev ersal 
on appeal. 
Con sequ en tly , cou n sel hav e 
su ch wid e latitu d e that cases d rag on in ­ 
termin ably , sen sation al hu n ters crowd the 
cou rts as at a matin ee of a melod rama, 
lawy ers are en gaged frequ en tly becau se 
of their oratorical ability rather than .heir 
kn owled ge of the law, an d the pu blic 
grows to regard the cou rts with con tempt. 
The remed y is clear.
